Laniel’s Defeat 


NEVITABLY, it might be 
sald the Laniel Government 
had to fall. Yet the mem- 
bers of the Assombly who 
voted out the Govornment 
on Saturday and wno have 
been reaponaible fur tho 
Kenerally chaotic state of 
French politics in the post- 
war erm must surely be 
umong the most unrealistic, 
myopic and insular polltl- 
cinns ever to have represent- 
ed the Republic, They have, 
by their vote, reduced the 
stature of the country im- 
measurably—eertainly to 
tho atage where it 
enn no longer be regarded 
ns nu “great power". Nol 
only did the defeat come at 
un extremely awkward mo- 
ment when the Government 
(al the  Goneva talks} 
needed a firm, unequivocal 
policy tu secure the best 
possible terms for 
cease-(ire in Indo-China, but 
it jeopardises all the good 
work done by M. Laniel’s 
Government in the Inter- 
national field In the Just 1) 
months, Including = what 
may be regarded as a work- 
able basis for the solution 
of the Saar problem, an 
improvement in relations 
with Western Germany and 
the granting of independ- 
ence to Vietnam, It may ba 
argued, of course, that the 
EDC and the  EBuropean 
Army treaties were no 
nearer ratification on Satur- 
day than they were at the 
beginning of M. Laniel's 
term of office, But it is un- 
dentable that, despite the 
dilatoriness of the Laniel 
Cabinet in fixing a date for 
the debate of this vital 
matter, there was an feeling 
growing in France that both 
treaties formed — eanentint 
parts of the defence scheme 
for Western Europe, In 
some quarters it was even 
believed the treaties might 
have — been ratified = by 
August, 


OW does the fall of the 
Laniel Cabinet affect the 
French Government's 
policies on Indo-China and 
EDC? In the new Cabinet, 
u change In the Defence 
Minister and possibly also 
the Foreign Minister 
appears likely. For it is 
hardly conceivable that the 
Assembly will tolerate M. 
Pleven and M. Bidault in the 
next Cabinet after the fall 
of Dien Bien Phu, the 
general deterioration of the 
Indo-China military situa- 
tion and the almost fruit- 
less bargaining at Geneva. 
Undoubtedly the vote was 
directed exclusively againat 
the policies of theso

Preparations 


No Visible End To 
Deadlock 


Geneva, June i4. 

The 16  non-Communist 
nations at the Korean con- 
ference here meet today 
(Monday) to consider the 
drafting of a joint state- 
ment declaring the failure 
of the seven-week-old talks 
aimed at uniting the war- 
ravaged country.

If agreement Is reached on 
the terms of a joint statement 
by the 16 nations, it could be 
presented to the Communist 
powers In two ways: 

1, At the next plenary 
seasion of the 18-nation talks 
forecast for Wednesday by, some 
delegate, Or, 

2. As an announcement to the 
Ahree chairmen of the confer- 
ence, one of whom is Mr 
Vyocheslav Molotov, the Soviet 
Forcign Minister, 

Non-Communist delegates here 
were uncertain Jast night what 
would follow a direct announce- 
ment to the chairmen, two of 
whom-—Mr Anthony Eden, the 
British Foreign Secretary, and 
Prince Wan Waithokayon, Thal 
Foreign Minister—are members 
of the 16-nation group, 

They said ao further plenary 
session—which would be the 15th 
of the conference—could not 
break the deadlock on the ques- 
dion of machinery for supervis- 
{ng all-Korean elections, the 
main Issue, 

NO PROSPECTS 

Western delegates sald they 
saw no prospects of the Com- 
munist nations—Chinn, Russia 
and North Korea--agreeing on 
a formula for supervision ac- 
ceptable to the United Nations 
side. 

But the Communlst powers 
are known to be anxious to 
keep the talks golng and Mr 
Molotov has already pressed Mr 
Eden to agree to at least ono 
more plenary session this week. 

Communist determination to 
carry con the talks will make the 
ending of the talks an cxtreme- 
ly complicated diplomatic 
manoeuvre, according to some 
delegates last night. 

One suggestion last night was 
that this issuo of winding up 
the talks would be forced on 
the chairmen by a statement 
from the United Nations part- 
ners. Then a continuation of 
tho talks would become a matter 
of a majority vote among the

Geneva, June 13, 

French miliary experts 
here were reported tonight 
to bo studying a Vietminh 
plan which would glvo 
them the whole of North 
Vietnam, less the ports of 
Halphong and Moncay and 
possibly the key town of 
Hanol. 

Usually retlable sources 
sald the representatives of 
the Vietminh High Ccm- 
mand had submitted the 
plan at thelr mecting hero 
on Friday with delegates 
of the High Command of 
the French Union forces, 

If the French accepted 
the plan It would mean they 
would give up most of the 
vital Red River delta, the 
sources said. But tho 
French are expected to 
submit counter proposals. 

The plan shows Hanoi in 
Vietroinh territory but the 
French delegates = were 
stven to understand that 
tho Vietminh might be 
prepared to Ieave the city 
in French hands, tho 
sources sald. However, 
the territory between Hanol 
and Haiphong and Moncay, 
which is near the Chinese 
border, would be under 
Vietminh control. 

Military experts from 
both sides have been con- 
ferring here sitich June 2 
on the orders of thn now 
deadlocked nine - ‘ation 
Indo-China conference to 
try to work out details of 
® ceasefire and = the re- 
grouping of forces in Viet- 
nam.—Reuter.

Mr Anthony Eden 


Geneva, June 14. 
today (Monday) makes 


what many delegates here believe will be his last 
attempt to see if an East-West compromise to end 
the Indo-China war is possible. 


The British Foreign 


Secretary, who has been 


the intermediary throughout the ecight-week-old 
deadlocked Asiatic conference here, will make the 
bid in a meeting with his Soviet opposite number, 


Mr Vyacheslav Molotov. 


If today’s meeting fails to narrow the gap, the 
nine-nation talks here will probably end this week. 
The Western Powers are hoping that after talks 


between Mr Molotov and 


hie Chinese and Vietminh 


colleagues over the weekend, the Russian statesman 


will indicate 


that the Communists may modify their 


position on the two fundamental problems confronting 


the conference. 


The first—and more important 
—is the dispute over Laog and 
Cambodia, 

The West says agreement’ Is 
impossible unless the Vietminh 
troops are evacuated from these 
two smalter Indo-China states, 
The Communists maintain there 
are no Victminh forces tn Laos 
ond Cambodia to evacuate. i 

The second is the West's 
refusal ts accept the Communist 
demand for veto powers in an 
armistice control commissicn.. 
Russta and China ist cn some 
Communist membership of such 
@ commission. 

Overshadowing today's crucial 
private talks here is the political 
crisis in Paris. 

If President Cutty is unable to 
fmd o successor government and 
the Laniel administration is 
prevented from staying in office 
by Cabinet defections, the con- 
ference here technically will be 
“suspended.” 

The Western Powers would 
prefer’to make o clean break, 
though perhaps leaving behind 
military ond political experts, 
rather than be forced into an 
adjournment from which. {it 
would probably be Impossible 
to reconvene. 

Western delcgates believe the 
Communists would like to keep 
the tally golng—os with the 
parnile: Korean negotiations 
hsre—if only to capitalise on 
the propaganda value of a 
Western Initiative to call them 


off. -

“What remains to be seen now 
is whether we and our allics, 
who have suffered this serious 
reverse, will act together on time 
to. prevent the Communists from 
becoming masters of all of 
Southeast Asla.. The menace is 
very real.and it is growing fast, 
and unless it is countered re- 
solutely and unitedly, it can 
have catastrophic consequences 
for the West."—United Press.

“Dead Pig 
Racket” 


A “dead pig racket’ was 
reveuled by the Senior 
Health Inspector, Mr K. O. 
Yeung, at Central this 
morning when four coolles 
came before Mr Hin-shing 
Lo charged with possession 
of unwholesome meat unfit 
for human consumption. 

The four defendan’s, Au Sing, 
44, Chan Chi, 27, Lo Hing, 45, 
ond Lau On, 44, pleaded guilty 
to the charge and were fined 
$300 or two months, $250 or 
two months, $200 or six weeks 
and $200 or six weeks re- 
spectively. 

The defendants were found in 
possession of thre dressed 
carcasses weighing 333 pounds, 
61 pounds of pig offal and 14 
pounds of lard at 118 Belcher 
Street, second floor, on Satur- 
day. The meat was unfit for 
fuman consumption. 

Mr K. O. Yeung, Senior 
Health Inspector, told the Court 
that from time fo time the 
Urban Services Department had 
been up against the “dead pig 
racket”, 

When oo load 
tnto the Colony some of them 
were dead on arrival and these 
should have been sent to the 
Slaughter House for destruc- 
{ion. 

Somehow pcople were getting 
the carcasses and then selling 
them to the public as food. 
From what was found on the 
defendants’ premises it appeared 
that this place was quite a 
jarge operational centre, con- 
unued Mr Yeung. 

“From the public health view 
this kind of practice is vety 
dangerous.” 

All the exhibits were ordered 
to be confiscated.

Against Conviction 


The Full Court, comprising the Acting Chief Justice, Mr Justice 


T. J. Gould, and Puisne Judge, Mr Justice, J. R. 


Gegg this morning dis- 


missed an appeal brought by Lung Yee-hing, alias Lung Tsai, 22, against 
his conviction for the murder of a 60-year-old woman, Tam Luk-sum, in 
the course of a robbery at 73 Nga Tsin Wai Road last November. 

Lung was sentenced to death by Mr Justice C. W. Reece on April 1 


after a Jury found him guilty. 


C He and a co-accused, Kam Yun-chuen, who 
was also convicted of the murder appealed last month. 


The Full Court 


dismissed Kam’s appeal on the same day but reserved its decision on 


Lung until this morning when it handed down the 


Mr W.K. Loo (instructed by 
Mr W.I. | Cheung) represented 
Lung, while Crown Counscl, Mr 
D. F. O. Mayne, appeared for 
the Crown. 


Two other accused, oo man 
and an amah employed In the 
house where the offence took 
place, were acquitted by tho 
Jury. 


Tho Full Cour: dismissed 
briefly the grounds that Lune’s 
statements to the Police should 
not have been admitted and that 
the verdict wus unreasonable, but 
dealt at some length with + 
further ground = regarding the 
dlrection of a Jury as to the 
evidence of accomplices. 


After citing end discussing a num. 
ber of cases on the point, the Full 
Court carne to the conclumon that 
“It would appear that no fixed rule
